will increase, but he said no 
economist has indicated to him 
that it will go above 7 per cent 
The way to solve the problems, 
he said, is to pass his economic 
proposals.

Children frolicked and motorists cursed Thursday as 
the first m ajor storm of the season spread snowf across a 
wide sw ath of the nation s midsection 
Cold w eather chilled m uch of the nation and the first 
snow of autum n, mixed with ram , swirled over the 
Southland. 
In Rush and surrounding counties, icy conditions 
began shortly after midnight Thursday, with state roads 
virtually sheets of ice before highway crew s were call out. 
Reports of cars off the road were frequent in the 
county, and Bunker Hill in Fayette County was the scene 
of jacknifed trucks and was blocked for som e tim e near 
one o’clock this morning. Indiana State Police, Sheriff’s 
departm ents, and highway departm ent crews finally got 
this m ess cleared up The Rush County Sheriff’s depart­ 
m ent reported several accidents due to slick roads, some 
of which w ere caused by m otorists simply sliding off the 
highways. 
Highway crews got their salt crew s busy, and by 
dawn traffic was moving alm ost norm ally again here.. 
At least six traffic deaths w ere blam ed on the 
M idwestern showstorm — three in Indiana, two in Illinois 
and one in Iowa. 
Children from the Rockies to North Carolina reveled 
in the first snow of the season and some college students 
at Kalamazoo, Mich., pelted cam pus buildings with 
snowballs W ednesday night until police cam e in to break 
up the melee. T here w ere no arrests. 
Snow reached into A labam a, Mississippi and North 
Carolina T hursday and below freezing tem peratures were 
forecast for today as far south as central Mississippi, 
A labam a and north Texas. 
The blustery w inter storm w hich socked the m idlands 
rum bled into eastern Canada Thursday night, unleashing 
55-mile-per-hour winds which downed trees and power 
lines in Buffalo, N. Y. Surface w aters flooded basem ents 
in portions of south Buffalo.

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Rocky Admits Role In 
Derogatory Book On Foe

Rockefeller 
said 
yesterday his $2.5 million in 
gifts and loans to 
political 
associates were simple acts of 
generosity, and admitted his 
role in a book derogatory of a 
political foe was “a mistake.” 
Appearing before the Senate 
Ryles Committee to explain 
four issues that threaten his 
vice presidential nomination. 
Rockefeller’s prepared state­ 
ment also revealed that he and 
his family spent $15.5 million of 
their own money on his four 
campaigns for governor of New 
York and three tries for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 
Rockefeller said he contribut­ 
ed $1 million to other Republi­ 
cans over the years, including 
seven senators and a number of 
House members who will judge 
his nomination. 
Leaders hope to finish the 
nomination by the end of the 
current 
Congress, 
although 
doubts were expressed that the 
House could act that quckly. 
The Rules chairman, Sen. 
Howard Cannon, D-Nev., re­ 
opened the hearings after a 
seven-week lapse. He said there 
was 
a 
“nagging 
question” 
whether the money was freely 
given or aimed at placing “the 
recipients into what we might 
call psychological servitude.” 


In his speech opening the 
televised hearings, Cannon 
asked 
if 
Rockefeller’s 
vast 
fortune would create too great 
a power in the vice presidency. 
Rockefeller met the question 
bluntly and emotionally. 
“My private wealth is, to say 
the least, quite great enough to 
be abused," he replied. “That 
is, if I were the kind of man to 
do so and if the American 
political 
system 
permitted 
wealth to be used uncontrolla­ 
bly. 
“Rut people do not under­ 
stand America if they do not 
understand that, here, because 
of the wisdom of our founding 
fathers, the power of wealth 
was tamed. 
“Political authority, the only 
enduring 
kind 
of 
political 
power, is not for sale in the 
American 'political system. You 
can buy some influence, you 
can bribe and win sordid games 
... but great political authority 
in America comes only from 
the free gift of the people when 
they vote for you.” 
“Am I the kind of man who 
would use his wealth improper­ 
ly in public office?” Rockefeller 
asked. ‘"7 think the answer is 
no. 
I 
would 
not 
behave 
improperly.” 
Rockefeller discussed in de­ 
tail the gifts and loans; a 
campaign biography derogatory 


of his 1970 opponent, Arthur 
Goldberg, payment of $1 million 
in additional income taxes, and 
his massive campaign spen­ 
ding. 
Rockefeller will be followed 
by 14 witnesses, including five 
recipients of the loans or gifts 
and all those involved in the 
'book, including Goldberg him­ 
self and Laurance Rockefeller, 
his brother.

CLEAR AND IMMEDIATE NEED 
Probably everyone in the United States has heard of 
Project Independence. Most people know it is the name 
given to an all-out effort to increase energy supplies 
within U.S. borders and thereby minimize dependence on 
foreign supplies of petroleum products 


The danger of relying on foreign petroleum supplies 
will increase as our dependence on them grows. 
Therefore, it is up to Congress, federal agencies and 
regulatory authorities to establish a tax structure and 
■economic climate that encourage the rapid development 
of domestic energy industries So far, little has been done 
to establish such a climate To achieve independence, in 
regard to domestic production of oil and natural gas, two 
things must be done.

Secondly, en­ 
vironmental roadblocks which impede the development 
and use of the nation’s huge coal reserves must be 
modified, now to relieve the pressure on available 
domestic supplies of oil and natural gas 


The U.S. already imports one third of its oil needs 
And according to an industry spokesman, current 
«tim ates are that, 
. .production, from existing proven 
domestic oil reserves will decline from 9 million barrels 
per day currently to about 4 million barrels per day by 
1985. . 
'Without new reserves, natural gas production in 
the same period will decline from 22 trillion cubic feet per 
year to only 7 trillion. If this crippling decline in domestic 
oil and natural gas production is to be slowed or reversed, 
large new reserves must be found. The greatest potential 
for discovery now exists in the1 offshore areas of the U.S. 
Continental Shelf. Specific steps should be1 taken now to 
speed up exploration, discovery and production of off­ 
shore oil and gas deposits. These steps include a speedup 
in federal leasing of offshore land under a consistent, 
long-range plan that will allow the efficient utilization of 
capital, personnel and equipment. Sound cosf-benefit 
analysis should be applied immediately to resolve con­ 
flicts between environmental, risks and energy 
development needs.

It 
should mean an increase in bills 
introduced, since every new 
member has ideas on needed 
legislation as well as campaign 
pledges to support.

It wasn’t much as stained glass windows go. But for me it 
held a .strange: fascination. 
I guess it was the letters that puzzled me. The first was 
obviously "A”. The second was trying to be “Q” or possibly “O” 
but didn’t quite make it.

Ezekiel Promises The Jews A 
New Covenant From God 


By Elisha Douglass 
We saw last week that Jer- 
miah foretold the destruction of 
the Southern Kingdom of the 
Jews on the eve of its caputre by 
the Babylonians. The reason for 
this catastrophe, he made plain, 
was that the Jews had defiled 
the purity of their religion and 
had 
abandoned 
God. 
He 
suggestedI, as a kind of epilogue, 
that at some time in the future 
the Kingdom would rise again. 
Ezekiel, in the passages we 
study today, gives a. fuller 
picture of this regeneration of 
Israel. 
The Book of Ezekiel 
For the 'past one hundred 
years the Book of Ezekiel has 
been the subject of multiple 
controversies among Biblical 
scholars. Some think that it was 
written by a single author; 
other scholars see it as a

collaborative 
work 
pulled 
together in its final form by an 
unknown editor. Some believe 
the prophesies of the book were 
made in Palestine; others are 
certain they were made in 
Babylonia. The book has been 
dated 
anyw here from 
the 
beginning to the end of the 
Babylonian capitivity of the 
Jews. 
Questions about its 
authenticity were raised as long 
ago as the time it was in­ 
corporated into the Jewish Old 
Testament. 
Yet. despite these problems 
and controversies. Ezekiel is a 
work of great religious in­ 
spiration. Probably the author 
was speaking to two groups of 
Jews— one a remnant still 
living in Palestine, the second a 
group carried off by 
the 
Babylonians 
and 
settled 
somewhere in Mesopotamia. 
On one hand the prophet 
denouces the Jews in the style of 
Jeremiah for the sins that 
resulted in their downfall. On

Tes.tam.ent, he postulates the 
concept of grace and a renewal 
of the convenant: “They shall 
know that I am the Lord, when I 
break the bars of their yoke and 
deliver them from the hand of 
those who enslaved them.” A 


time would come, the prophet 
wrote, when Israel would live 
again in peace and prosperity. 
S i g n i f i c a n t l y , 
c o m i n g 
generations would not be sad­ 
dled with the guilt of their an­ 
cestors... The concept, of cor­ 
porate guilt so prominent in 
earlier scriptures in muted, if 
not abandoned by Ezekiel. He 
implies that every individual 
would work out his own destiny 
with 'God. 
For the Sake of the Holy Name 
The first sentence of our 
lesson today strikes a new note 
in the continuing drama of the 
covenant: “Thus says the Lord 
God: It is not for your sake, O 
house of Israel, that I am about 
to act, but for the sake of my 
holy name, which you have 
prophaned among the nations to 
which you cam e.” A t first sight 
this might seem to mean that 
because the Jews had behaved 
badly and had lost a war while 
presum ably 
under 
the 
protection of God, God now had 
to protect the intergrity of his 
name by performing some great 
act. which, would im,press the 
world with his power. But this 
was not. the prophet’s meaning. 
In his view God was now going 
to renew the covenant, not 
because of anything the Jews 
had done or failed to do, but 
simply because it was His will. 
Previous prophets had con­ 
sidered that good or bad for­ 
tune descended upon Israel as a. 
direct result of their good or bad 
behavior. But Ezekiel now saw 
God in a new dimension of in­ 
finite power and infinite mercy 
who would revivify the Jewish 
people not necessarily because 
they deserved such a destiny, 
but because He willed it. We see 
here a suggestion of the New 
T estam ent doctrine of in­ 
dividual salvation. As we have 
observed in past months, St. 
Paul continually emphasized 
that God through Christ did not 
offer salvation to individuals 
because they deserved it, or 
because of any good, works on 
their part. The offer was an 
expression of his infinite power 
and mercy. 
Ezekiel as Reiigous Experience 
But of course it is easy to read 
too much of this New Testament 
m essage 
into 
E zekiel’s 
prophesies. If he saw 'God. as, 
liberated 
from 
autom atic 
reactions 
to 
the 
random 


m isbehavior of the Jew ish 
people, Ezekiel still saw the 
covenant 
prim arily 
as 
a 
promise not to individuals but to 
a nation: “A new heart I will 
give you. . .and cause you to 
walk in my statutes. . 
A famous theologian once 
rem arked that the life of 
religion 
is experience. 
In 
reading Ezekiel one certainly 
feels the truth of this ob­ 
servation. Although the origins 
of the book as a historical 
document may be obscure, it 
breathes forth direct and 'per­ 
sonal experience with God.

Food Safely: 
Test Your Kitchen 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind 
There may be danger lurking in 
your kitchen bacteria that can 
rmilitply during improper food 
storage. But you can protect 
your family by storing food 
properly, says Marcile Allen, 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University. 
To help you evaluate your 
food storage practices. Miss 
Allen offers this quiz: 
Are perishable food sitting on 
kitchen counters or range tops’’ 
They shouldn't to Perishable 
foods 
should 
to 
kept 
cold 
Otherwise, the bacteria in such 
foods can mulitply rapidly. 
Are shelf-stored foods free of 
contamination*’ The tops of the 
cans should to clean. 
Cans 
should not stick to the shelf, a 
sign of possible spoilage And 
cans labeled 
“ re frig e ra te "’ 
should be in the refrigerator, not 
on the shelf. 
Do you store food in cabinets 
through which hot water pipes, 
drain pipes, or heating pipes 
pass'* Foods shouldn't to kept in 
such cabinets. 
Are you storing refrigerated 
foods too long? 
Roasts and 
chops can be refrigerated three 
to five days; bacon, seven days; 
and ham slices, three days 
Ground stew and variety meats 
should not be re frig e rate d 
longer than one or two days. The 
■same is true of cooked meats 
and fresh and cooked poultry. 
Throw out any food that is 
questionable and products you 
don’t really plan to use. Resist 
the tem ptation to taste foods 
that don’t seem right 
Are your 
refrigerator and 
freezer cold enough? If you 
want to keep food for only 3 or 4 
days, 
a 
re frig e ra to r 
te m ­ 
perature of 45 degrees F. w ill to 
satisfactory. If food is to to 1 kept 
longer, the refrigerator should 
to kept colder 40 degrees F. or 
lower 
The freezer storage 
should to kept at zero degrees 
F. or lower
